And  then,  Roy  Musick — who 
had  been  working  on  the  problem 
in  Salt  Lake  City— returned  to 
Provo. 

He  brought  with  him  the  latest 
“For  the  Strength  of  Youth”  pam- 
phlet. The  1968  issue— fresh  off 
the  press— unlike  past  booklets 
does  not  mention  exact  lengths  on 
skirts  but  rather  leaves  it  to  a 
person’s  judgment  as  to  what 
constitutes  good  taste. 

Paul  Gilbert  read  the  booklet 
and  decided  to  stop  use  of  the 


“Pardon  Me”  pamphlet  by  the 
Wilkinson  Center  staffers  since 
as  he  put  it:  “The  Church  has 
given  us  guide  lines  and  there  is 
no  point  in  trusting  students  less 
at  BYU  than  anywhere  else.” 

Now— although  there  is  the  pos- 
siblity  the  “Pardon  Me”  pamph- 
lets may  be  rewritten  to  remind

—it  appears  the  pamphlet  will  no 
longer  be  used  on  short-skirted 
girls. 


This  by  no  stretch  of  the  ima- 
gination implies  that  we  have  un- 
restricted license  to  dress  as  we 
please— rather  we  should  attire 
ourselves  in  a manner  which  is 
modest,  and  at  the  same  time  in 
keeping  with  current  good  taste 
in  fashions. 

We  often  ask  for  greater  free- 
dom in  governing  our  lives  on 
campus  and  it  would  appear  to 
me  that  we  have  been  given  this 
opportunity. 


Certainly  “modest  dress”  should 
be  ample  guide  to  those  who 
really  believe  that  they  can  and 
want  to  govern  themselves. 

I would  urge  all  students  to  be 
mindful  of  proper  dress  and  vin- 
dicate the  trust  which  has  been 
placed  in  us. 

Our  dress  standard  policy  at 
BYU  should  be  something  of 
which  we  can  all  be  proud.

Dale  Robertson  is  a different  kind  of  Hollywood  cowboy. 

He  actually  knows  how  to  ride  a horse.  But  then  he 
grew  up  in  Oklahoma  cattle  country  and  that  doesn’t 
leave  a fellow  much  choice. 

A veteran  of  numerous  filmland  features  and  two  suc- 
cessful TV  ventures,  the  graying  star  is  an  outspoken 
critic  on  everything  from  Hollywood  to  politics  (a  shrink- 
ing gap). 

Since  some  of  the  most  interesting  experiences  come 
to  a film  personality  when  he’s  trying  to  break  into  the 
business  I asked  him  about  his  start. 

“During  the  war  when  1 was  in  California  I had  a 
picture  taken  and  sent  to  my  mother  back  home.  Someone 
saw  it  in  the  photographer’s  window  and  asked  me  to  come 
to  Hollywood.  After  that  I just  kept  knocking  on  doors 
until  I got  a job.” 

FAVORITE  ROLE 

Few  stars  get  an  opportunity  for  two  successful  TV 
•series,  which  was  your  favorite? 

“I  liked  Wells  Fargo  better,  but  the  potential  of  Iron 
Horse  was  better.  Unfortunately  the  producers  were  more 
interested  in  making  money  than  putting  in  a high  quality 
product.” 

Dale  is  another  one  of  the  growing  number  criticizing 
the  Hollywood  product  as  not  portraying  America  as  it 
really  is. 

“The  useless  minority  is  getting  all  the  publicity. 
America’s  vast  majority  is  made  up  of 
fine  people  like  the  ones  I’ve  seen  on  most 
of  our  campuses.” 

After  playing  a Western  hero  for  so 
long  do  you  think  producers  see  you  only 
as  a cowboy? 

“I  guess  so.  To  most  producers  I’ve 
always  been  a cowboy  and  always  will  be 
a cowboy.” 

Have  you  ever  had  the  yearning  to 
do  comedy? 

“I’ll  try  anything.  But  I would  have 
to  get  the  job  first.” 

Do  you  have  a goal  to  do  something  in 
motion  pictures  that  you  haven’t  gotten  to  yet? 

“I’d  like  to  make  a war  picture  and  a boxing  picture. 
Boxing  has  been  a big  part  of  my  life  and  I’ve  got  a good 
script  ready,  it’s  just  a matter  of  putting  the  finances 
together.” 

Dale  lists  Betty  Grable  as  his  favorite  actress  to  work 
with  while  Henry  Hathaway  and  Delmar  Daves  are  his 
top  directors. 

POLITICS 

That  was  enough  about  Hollywood.  Dale  wanted  to  talk 
about  politics  so  I asked  him  if  he  thought  the  film  com- 
munity would  continue  to  supply  the  political  world  with 
talent. 

“If  an  actor  will  prepare  himself  such  as  Governor 
Reagan  or  Senator  Murphy  did  then  he  can  contribute  to 
politics  as  well  as  an  individual  in  any  other  profession.” 

“At  this  point  I would  welcome  a new  man  in  politics. 
Experienced  politicians  have  taken  us  to  where  we  are 
now,  maybe  inexperience  is  what  we  need.” 

Would  you  list  yourself  as  a conservative? 

“I  try  to  think  of  myself  as  an  American,  I don’t  want 
to  be  branded.” 

“I  do  feel  that  through  give-away  programs  we  have 
contributed  to  the  delinquency  and  laziness  of  America. 
What  we  need  to  do  is  help  people  help  themselves.”

The  original  proposal  for  such  a pamphlet 
came  from  the  Wilkinson  Center  Staff  after 
both  staff  and  student  committee  members 
became  concerned  about  dress  standards. 
The  proposed  publication  went  to  the  stu- 
dent committee  where  it  was  I’evised,  re- 
typed and  published. 

The  most  recent  issue  of  “Pardon  Me” 
was  approved  by  the  Student  Dress  Stand- 
ards Committee  for  the  present  year  and 
the  second  edition  carried  the  committee 
name,  suggested  by  Ernest  L.  Olson,  head 
of  University  Publications,  to  identify  the 
source  of  publication.
